In the suburbs of Berlin about forty 
meetings -were held in crowded halls. 
The majority of them were peaceably 
conducted, but in Rixdorf, a southern 
suburb, the population of which num. 
bers close to 100.000, an immense crowd 
gathered in the public square and 
listened to speeches by several of the 
leaders. A police lieutenant called on 
the people to disperse, but they refused 
to obey. The police thereupon tried 
to break up the meeting, and some of 
ihe crowd responded with a shower of 
stones, slightly wounding the lieuten- 
ant and a policeman. 

They Sang the Marseillaise. 

After the meetings large processions 
paraded through the principal suburban 
streets, singing the workingman’'s 
Marseillaise. Some of them tried to reach 
the central sections, but the police held 
2il approaches and dispersed the crowd 
without serious difficulty. Later in 
the afternoon the police ordered a 
crowd composed largely of half-grown 
youths at the Kronprinzen bridge, to 
disperse, but were greeted with shouts 
of “bloodhounds’ and a shower of 
stones. 

An officer ordered thé men to charge 
with drawn arms, and several of the 
rioters were wounded. 

At Essen also several socialists and 
their supporters received cuts from the 
sabers*of the police, but no one was 
dangerously injured.

That the president should again 
have attempted to uphold the tariff 
law and vindicate Payne and Aldrich, 
is regretted by even those who sup- 
ported that measure.

It showed that of all the re- 
publican and independent editors pub- 
lishing newspapers west of the Alte- 
ghanies, 3,463 were opposed to the 
tariff bill and only 839 favored it.

Ellis’ election for this 
job was a surprise to the democrats

lican leaders out there. Already the 
democrats are laving plans to make 
trouble for the Taft administration by 
charging that the government trust- 
buster has been made the fat frvyer. 
Fiiis, with al] the confidential infor- 
rration about the trusts, gathered while 
in the department of justice, ought 
to do pretty well as a campaign man- 
ager in QOhio. But thats another 
sterv. 

Tudson Harmon properly belongs in 
the “presidential timber” class. He is 
a big-man, physically and intellectually, 
ard he plays golf. He is more than 
6 feet tall, weighs over 200 and has 
an athletic figure tike Aldrich, only 
tr'mmer. He and Hughes were easily 
the most conspicuous two in the recent 
conference of governors here. Har- 
mon's eyes are gray, frank, alert and 
friendly. His chin is square and firm. 
The head is large and well formed 
and the fringe of hair is a silvery 
gravy. The stiff, closely-cut mustache 
is of the same color, and not long 
enough to conceal a large but pleas- 
ing mouth. 

Hiarmon is 64 years of age. or eleven 
years older than Taft. He wilil be 67 
vhen, Taft's present term expires. 

“Some will claim that a man at 67 Is 
too old .to go into the white house, but 
Hiirmon does not show his age by ten 
years. 

Harmon Changes 90,000 Votes. 

One of the most impressive things 
about the election of November, 1908, 
was the ffmal return from Ohio: 

Taft's plurality, 65,000. 

Harmon's plurality, 25,0090. 

The republican leaders have been 
un:ble to get those figures out of 
their minds. They have haunted them 
ever since. Harmon overturned about 
96,000 votes. That indicated running 
quaiities that would have done credit 
to any democrat in a republican state. 

Harmon started right in to increase 
his popularity as soon as he entered 
the state house at Columbus. He ap- 
peared at unexpected t!mes at the State 
Asylum for the Insane, the Girls’ Re- 
formatory and other institutions. He 
walked through the buildings and 
talked with the inmates.

Carnegie has written Mayor Gaynor 
is simplified spelling, commending the 
mayor's recommendation that the per- 
sonal property tax be abolished and 
relating his own experiences as a tax 
payer on $5,000,000.

Every year communications ap- 
pear in the presg denouncing rich cit- 
izens for defrauding the city by pay- 
ing only a mere fraction of their per- 
sonal property. Few understand that 
the law Only requires individuals to 
pay upon what they are assessed. 

“Speakers in Wew York every now 
and then hold me up for reprobation 
before audiences, because [I only pay 
upon $5,000,000 of personal property, 
seemingly ignorant of the fact that 
this is all the law requires. It 1s the

UUING TO FRONT 


Believed President Will 
Push Bills He Favors. 


Postal Savings Banks, Interstate 
Commerce, Anti-Injunction, 
Statehood and Conservation 
Specially Stressed by Taft. 
No Mention of Ship Subsidy. 


Washington, February 13.—The fact 
that President Taft, in his New York 
speech, picked out for emphasis such 
subjects as postal savings banks, in- 
terstate commerce  legislation,: anti- 
injunction, statehood and conservation 
of natural resources, seems to mark 
these subjects for early consideration 
by congress. Especially is this true 
for the reason that measures to carry 
out these party pledges have reached 
advanced stages before the appropriate 
committees. 

Ship Subsidy Bill. 

It is remarked also that the charac- 
ter of Mr. Taft's allusions to the fed- 
eral incorporation bill would hardly 
justify the placing of that measure in 
the first rank of administration meas- 
ures, while the fact that ship subsidy 
was ignored altogether, makesit ques- 
tionable whether the executive will 
bring pressure to bear to promote its 
crances. 

The ship subsidy legislation seems 
almost certain to pass the senate, but 
the democrats in the houSe are prepar- 
ing to line up against the bill, and 
they believe that, with some republican 
assistance, they wi!l be able to defeat 
it. It is not improbable that the sen- 
ate would then resort to placing the 
measure upon the postoffice appropria- 
tion bill, aS a rider, in which event a 
second contest would be precipitated 
the house. 

High Cost of Living. 

‘It is expected that the select commit- 
tee of the senate designed to conduct 
the proposed inquiry regarding the 
price of food products and other neces- 
saries of life will be announced tomor- 
row. or if not then. at an early dav of 
the present weck. There is little doubt 
that the republican membership of the 
committee will consist, as heretofore 
announced, of Seriator Lodge. chairman, 
ond Senators Elkins, McCumber, Smoot 
and Crawford. The democratic mem- 
bership has not been determined dcefi- 
ritely, but the indications are that Sen- 
ator Simmons, of North Carolina, and 
Senator Clarke, of Arkansas, will be 
asked to officiate on benalf of the 
minority membership. 

If the committee thus should be com. 
pesed the trans-Mississippi country 
rould have four of the seven members. 
The republican members generally ex- 
press the opinion that the inquiry can 
be conducted so speedily as to insure 
a report before the conclusion of the 
present session of congress and their 
efforts will be directed to that end. 
They will undertake especially to 
demonstrate that the tariff is not re- 
sronsible for the rise in prices.

PEOPLE OF AMERICA 
EXCEEDINGLY THIRSTY 


High Records Reached in the 
Imports of Drink- 
ables. 


Washington, February 13.—Amere- 
icang must be a thirsty nation, judg- 
ing from the imports of drinkables as 
set forth in a statement just issued 
by the bureau of statistics of the de- 
partment of commerce and labor. The 
United States drank the essence off 
more than a billion pounds of coffee 
in 1909, valued at $86,000,000. That 
Was about a dollar’s worth of coffee 
for every person in the United States. 
Tea is not such a favorite. Only a 
little more than a hundred million 
pounds, valued at about $16,000,000, 
came in. 

But in spirits, wines and malt 
liquore, the nation touched Its highest 
record for importation in 1909, and 
consumed foreign products of that 
kind of the value of $26,000,000, more 
than twice as much as was imported 
in. 1899.

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SWEEPING SOUTH 


So Says Mackay After a 
Tour of Section. 


Postal President Says the South 
Holds Impetus That Began 
Before and Continued Thro’ 
Panic---Fears No Wanton As- 
saults on Legitimate Business. 


New York, February 13.—(Special.) 
Carence H. Mackey, president of the 
Postal Telegraph and Commercial 
Cable Companies, returned yesterday 
from his regular inspection tour 
through the south. He expressed him- 
self as thoroughly satisfied with both 
conditions and outlook. 

“If the telegraph business is a 
barometer,” he said, “the south has 
lost none of the impetus that began 
before and continued in a modified 
degree through the panic. The peo- 
ple down there have become philoso- 
phical as well as prosperous and do 
not easily get excited. We began to 
make plans for extensions, enlarge- 


ments, and general expansion of facili-! 


ties throughout the south more than 
a yvear ago and the net outcome of 
my visit is that we shall go ahead as 
demands require in all directions. 

“Pending decisions by the supreme 
court may be and may not be enacted, 
but what of it? Properties are not 
going to be confiscated and the coun- 
try is not going to smash. On the 
contrary. we have onty to rid our- 
selves of silly apprehensions of wan- 
ton official assaults upon legitimate 
business to enjoy the general pros- 
perity which conditions warrant. If 
we are all going to wait till capital 
ceases to be timid, and labor demands 
less instead of more, and statesmen 
stop seeking popularity, we might as 
well shut up shop and go home. 

“The only attacks we have now is 
an attack of bugaboos. The courts 
have not been suddenly deprived of 
knowledge of law. nor the administra- 
tion of patriotism, nor congress of rep- 
resentative ability, nor the American 
people of common sense. It may and 
doubtless will take some time to ad- 
just legislation to meet the require- 
ments of changing conditions, but that 
is no reason why business men should 
get scared and sit like bumps on a 
log till all questions are finnally and 
definitey settled. 

“If the heads of big concerns show 
the white feather, the thousands of 
business men engaged in lesser affairs 
will be disheartened naturally and a 
period. of common apathy will set in 
without rhyme or reason. Such a pol- 
icy is not only nonsensical, but wrong. 
At least that is my opinion and our 
companies are going to act according- 
Iv. We are doing more business today 
than ever before and the apparent re- 
quirements for the immediate future 
are greater than ever before and we 
are not going to be swerved from our 
original determination to provide the 
additional facilities that we foresee 
are going to be required.”

DEARTH OF TEACHERS 
FOR INDIAN SCHOOLS 


Government Will Hold Exam- 
inations April 13 at Sev- 
eral Places. 


Washington. February 13.—The 
dearth of teachers in the Indian service 
is the educational problem that is con- 
fronting the civil service commission. 
The greatest necessity exists in the 
demand for male teachers, who are 
married, to take charge of the day 
schools, alithough female teachers in 
the boarding schools are also needed. 
An examination for teachers will be 
held on April 13, at several cities in 
each state and territory, and it is ex- 
pected from those who pass this exam- 
iration the appointments for next year 
will be made. Nearly all of the schools 
are located in the west and southwest. 

Day school teachers are usually paid 
$60 a month for the ten months of the 
school year, which begins about Sep- 
tember 1, and the wife of the teacher 
may be appointed housekeeper at $30 
a month, making the combined galaries 
$90. Quarters are provided at the 
school. : 

Teachers who demonstrate executive 
ability have opportunity, it is declared, 
for advancement to positions of princi- 
pal and superintendent. Female teach- 
ers are paid from $540 to $600 a year 
on entrance.

OF AUTOMOBILES 


Proposed Law for National 
Registration of Cars to 
Be Pushed.

Washington, February 13.—-To 
upon congress the proposed law for 
federal registration of automobiles and 
to promote uniform motor. vehicle 
legislation in the states, a national 
legislative convention under the aus- 
pices of the American Automobile As- 
soclation will begin here with a pre- 
liminary meeting tomorrow. Governors 
of 20 states have named delegates. The 
automobile trade will be largely rep- 
resented and many who have been 
prominent in promoting automobile 
legislation will be present. 

The federal registration bill was in- 
troduced in congress by Representative 
Cocks, of New York. 

It is the purpose of the federal regis- 
tration bill to allow an 
owner, after complying with 
quirements of the law 
own stafe, to obtain federal 
tion at a nominal fee which 
mit him to motor through 
in the Union without 
sion of taxes and making a 
registrations.

A good fisticuff is a splendid moral and physical influence for the 
normal boy, provided justice is done and the rules of “fair play” observed.

But, in every case, it is expedient that the parent be the ultimate um- 
pire, to the end that an instinct founded in healthy impulse shoule not 
degenerate into a trouble-hunting disposition which may stick to its pos- 
sessor foi life.

“But we, thinking first of the gold 
of good in our children, have almost 
come to think that the dregs of the 
lower nature will fall away of their 
own weight, without persistent and 
painstaking labor on the part of the 
parents to separate the ore from the 
other. While we congratulate  our- 
selves on the advanced position we 
have taken in regard to the meaning 
of childhood, are we not mistaken in 
thinking that religious training is less 
necessary under the modern view than 
under the old? 

“The childhood of today is no more 
perfect than was the childhood of the 
past. Our theological conceptions of 
the child have changed, but the facts 
of his nature remains just the same. 
May it not follow that wrong theologi- 
cal opinions, accompanied by hard 
work, will be more successful in bring- 
ing the child up in the way he should 
go than right opinions, accompanied 
by lax discipline, or the neglect alto- 
gether of religious training? 

“The truth is, natural childhood is 
not, and never was, perfect. It is in- 
nocent, from want of experience and 
knowledge, but it is as far from being 
perfect as the sour, green bit of apple, 
from which the bloom has just fallen, 
is from the large, red, luscious ripe 
specimen, ready to drop in complete 
growth and sweetness from the limb. 

Work to Bring Out the Gold. 

“Parents had better think of their 
children as the old-time teachers did, 
as three-fourths earth and one-fourth 
gold, if such a view leads to untiring 
diligence to bring out the gold, than 
to think of them as three-fourths gold 
and one-fourth earth, if such a view 
begets indifference with regard to the

NITRATE OF SODA _ VS, 
SKED MBAL. 

For several months cotton meal of 
high grade has been selling around 
$3? per ton, or from 30 to 50 per cent 
higher than the prices to. which we 
have been accustomed for some years 
past. At $22 to $24 per ton standard 
meal has long been considered cheap 
and effective as a source of nitrogen. 
But at the present high prices farmers 
may well consider the expediency of 
locking te some cheaper material. We 
would naturally expect that the rise 
in the price of cotton meal would soon 
result in a rise in the ;market price 
o’ ether nitrogenous ingredients. But, 
it has not been so as to nitrate of soda, 
which is now offered freely at even a 
lower price than has prevailed for sev- 
eral vears. The inquiry at once oc- 
curs, what are the relative agricultural 
values of cotton meal and other niftro- 
genous ingredients. Many farmers 
want to Know if they can afford to use 
cotton’ meal as a source of nitrogen 
at present prices and which is the 
cheaper, nitrate of soda, dried blood, 
tankage, sulphate of ammonia, or cot- 
ton meal. 

First of all, it should be understood 
that nitrogen from all of these sources 
is of the*same practical and effective 
value. In other words, one is about 
as good as another for general pur- 
poses, althongh there are some precau- 
tions to be observed in using one rath- 
er than another. In order to determine 
what ingredient to use we must first 
know the percentage of nitrogen and 
the price per ton of the different sub- 
stances, In the case of cotton seed 
meal. and also in some grades of tank- 
ag» (and dried fish), there is more or 
less phosphoric acid, cotton meal also

high-grade cotton meal contains about 


7 per cent of nitrogen, 215 per cent of 
available phosphoric acid and 142 per 
cent of potd@sh. Tankage varies greatly 
in the percentages of phosphoric acid, 
acid and ee “Concentrated” 
tankage ranges from 10 to 12 per centof 
nitrogen ley nian verv little phos- 
phorie acid. “Crushed” tankage carries 
from 4 to 9 per cent of nitrogen and 
from 3 to 12 per cent of phosphoric 
jtacid. High-grade, or ‘Red’ dried blood 
pretty uniform in its content of 
ranging from 13 to 14 per 
eent and but a trace of phosphoric 
acid. The “Black” dried blood is of a 
lewer grade and ranges from 6 to 12 
per cent of nitrogen and sometimes as 
high as 4 per cent of phosphoric acid. 
(Hoof and bone meal and ground leath- 
er will not be considered, since their 
availability and consequent agricul- 
value are very doubtful). 
estimating the cost of nitrogen 
we first calculate out and deduct the 
value of the contained phosphoric aeid 
and potash, estimating these each at 
5 cents per pound, the remainder of 
the price representing the cost of the 
nitrogen. Take cotton meal to start 
lf of high grade its 2% per 
of phosphoric acid and 11 per 
of potash would mean that in 
every hundred pounds there dre 21, 
‘pounds of phosphoric acid and lig 
pounds of potash: or in one ton there 
would be 50 pounds of phosphoric acid 
and 30 pounds of potash. At 56 cents 
each per pound these would amount to 
$/.50, plus £1.50, eqyugls $4. Now, sup- 
pose we are asked $32 for a ton of 
high-grade cotton meal. Subtract $4 
worth of phosphofic acid and potash 
from the $32 and we have left $28, 
which is the cost of the nitrogen in 
a ton of meal. The 7 per cent of ni- 
trogen means 7 pounds of nitrogen in 
100 pounds of meal, or 140 pounds in 
a ton. So then we are charged $28 for 
140 pounds of nitrogen in high-grade 
cotton meal. This would be 20 cents 
per pound. 
Now, suppose we are asked $60 for 
ton of dried blood, guaranteed to 
14 per cent of nitrogen, or 14 
pounds to the 100..or 280 pounds to 
the ton. This would be 21.4 cents per 
pound of nitrogen. or 1.4 cents per 
pound more than the nitrogen would 
cost in a ton of meal at $32. To be 
equal in price the ton of blood should 
be had for 356 

Suppose we are offered nitrate of 
soda at $60 a ton. Nitrate of soda 
averages a content of about 15.5 per 
cent of nitrogen, or 15.5 pounds of ni- 
trogen in 106 pounds of nitrate, or 210 
pounds of nitrogen in one ton of ni- 
trate. At $60 per ton of nitrate the 
310 pounds of nitrogen would cost 19.3 
cents per pound, or .7 of a cent per 
pound less than nitrogen in the cotton 
meal, which sells at $22 a ton. 

But suppose the same grade of ni- 
trate of soda is offered at $50 per ton. 
In this cease the 319 pounds of nitro- 
gen contained in the ton of nitrate 
‘vould cost 16.1 cents per pound, or 
nearly 4 cents less per pound than in 
cotton meal at $32 per ton. So at $60 
per ton of nitrate the nitrogen would 
cost about $12.09 less than the same 
amount (310 #£pounds) of nitrogen 
would cost in meal] at $52 per ton. 

At $45 per ton of nitrate the cost of 
the 3190 pounds of nitrogen would be 
14.5 cents per pound, or $17 less than 
would 310 pounds of nitrogen in cot- 
ton meal. Moreover, it would require 
4.444 pounds, or a little less than two 
and one-fourth tons of high-grade 
meal to supply the 3190 pounds of ni- 
trogen. 

The same method of comparison ap- 
plies to tankage, fish, etc. 

In using nitrate of soda 
ed fertilizer it should not be applied 
before planting, but the dose for one 
acre should be reserved out and ap- 
plied at the drate of 30 to 50 pounds 
per acre at planting. either in the seed 
furrows or on top of the covered seeds,

IRISH POTATOES ON FRESH ROLL- 
ING LAND. 

T. SS. Kirby, Scottsboro, 
Please give me your advice on 
ing Irish potatoes on fresh 
land, rolling toward the east. 

2. Would the same kind of soil~be 
suitable for cotton? It is a sandy 
loam. What kind of fertilizer would 
be suitable for cotton and Irish po- 
tatoes on this soil? 

%. I have turf oats drilled between 
corn rows. After taking off corn 
stalks would it be advisable to run a 
drag harrow over them in the spring? 

Answer-—1. The Irish potato delights 
in a rieh, fresh soil, but you should be 
careful not to apply a fertilizer con- 
taining an excess of nitrogen. From 
500 to 1,000 pounds per acre of a mix- 
ture of 1,000 pounds 14 per cent acid 
phosphate, 500 pounds of cotton meal 
and 200 pounds of muriate of potash

would probably give good results. 

2. Yes, any soil that would be good 
for Irish potatoes would also be good for 
cotton. For cotton use modified Form- 
ula No. 2, say, a mixture of 1,000 
pounds of acid phosphate 14 per cent, 
300 pounds cotton seed meal and 60 
pounds of muriate of potash. 

3. It might pay to do so as soon as 
the ground is in proper conditiqn. But 
it is too late to atone for vour failure 
to thoroughly prepare the land before 
sowing last fall. With the oat drills 
16 to 18 inches apart it will not be 
practicable to stir the ground effect- 
ively. 

(1) FERTILIZER BEANS, (2) IRISH 
| POTATOES. 

O. J. Wilder, Cuba, Ala.—I have 1% 
acres of very good land planted in 
corn last year; made 40 bushels with 
about 5600 pounds mixed fertilizer on 
it. Made fine peas. I have it broken 
up broadcast 10 inches deep, and have 
put 20 two-horse loads of stable ma- 
nure in 6-foot rows. I want to plant 
in market beans and follow in corn. 
Now, what fertilizer should I use be- 
sides the stable manure? Will the 
Same fertilizer make corn without 
putting any more? When would you 
plant the corn, and would vou put iit 
in the middle or beside the beans?” 
Some of the best yields of beans 
around here have been made with 
cotton seed meal alone. What mix- 
ture would you sugest? 

In planting Irish potatoes, is it best 
to drop eyes up or down? Some say 
they do better dropped down. 

Answer-—l. Theoretically the use of 
stable manure is not advisable as an 
application for beans—-the latter being 
a legume. But in the case of early 
planted, early maturing legumes, such 
as early English peas, dwarf or bunch 
beans, etc., it is well that the mixture 
shall contain. some nitrogen in the 
form of nitrate of soda. My forfula 
No. 11, for beans, early peas, etc., ap- 
peared in last week’s Constitutiou, as 
follows: Acid phosphate (14 per cent), 
1.000 pounds; Nitrate of soda, 260 
pounds; muriate of potash, 280 pounds. 
This supposes, or suggests, that the 
acid phosphate and potash be applied 
Mm the furrows and well mixed with 
the soil before planting, and tie 
nitrate be applied after the plants 
come up. I belleve it would be better 
to change your plans and reserve the 
rows in which you have applied the 
20 loads of manure for corn, and plant 
vour beans in the middles between the 
rows of corn. The manure will suit 
the corn much better than it wil) the 
beans. But, if you prefer not to 
change vour plans, then apply in the 
furrows containing the manure about 
400 pounds acid phosphate and i900 
pounds. muriate of potash per ,acre. 
Tt should make a good crop of corn 
without additional manure, but’ better 
if you will apply, per acre, avout 209 
pounds acid phosphate and 19 pounds 
muriate per acre; and I would do this 
when putting in the manure for the 
beans. I still believe, however, that it 
would be better to convert the pres- 
ent manured rows into corn rows. 

2. It does not make any difference 
whether the eves of the cut potatoes 
are up or down, according to best au- 
thorities. 

Coming back to the beans and corn: 
With your bean rows 5 feet apart you 
may plant the corn in the middle 
about the time the beans commence to 
bloom, or a little earlier. 

I am surprised to hear of fertilizing 
beans with cotton seed mea! alone. It 
is very unscientific, although a good 
way to make rank bean vines.

The eee" tiad 
analysis—using 16 per cent acid- 
would be 8.97 plus 1-7 of.8.97, equals 
190,.25—2.69—2.69. e 

The obvious wavy to preserve the 
original relative proportions when 
substituting 16 per cent acid would be 
to reduce the 1,000 pounds of 14 per 
cent by 1-8, or to 875 pounds of 16 
per cent. This would have the effect 
of reducing the total weight of the 
formula from 1.745 pounds to 1,620 
peunds, just as if you should take out 
125 pounds of “filler” from 
pounds and the result 
higher grade than the original for- 
mula, but still preserving the original 
proportions of the three elements, 
which is 3 1-2—1—1. The amended 
aralysis would be 9%.66-—-2.90—2.90 
The same result would follow the in- 
crease of the cotton seed meal and 
muriate, just as reducing the quantity 
of water in making a pot of coffee. 

I uniformly advise that the whole 
anm:ount of a moderate dose of fertilizer 
be applied and bedded on before plant- 
irg, except when nitrate of soda is used 
as the source of nitrogen, In this case 
epplvy about 30 pounds per acre of 
nitrate with the seed or on top of the 
covered seed. and the remainder at 
second plowing and probably at third 
plowing—not later than June 20.. 
When cotton seed meal is the main 
nitrogen constiuent it should all go 
in with the phosphate and potash, and 
a 30-pounds dose of nitrate be applied 
at planting time. 

(2) For spraying San Jose scale: Un- 
slaked lime, 21 pounds, flowers of sul- 
phur 18 pounds; water 50 gallons. 
Mike a paste of the sulphur and stir 
the same into 15 gallons boiling water. 
Add the lime and stir thoroughly while 
siaking. Boil violently 30 or 40 min- 
utes, or until the mixture is a yellow- 
ish green color. Before the boiling 
is over add water to make it 50 gal- 
lons and spray while warm. Spray in 
December and again in February. 


MORE QUESTIONS IN ARITHMETIC. 
J. T. Cochran, Rock Hill, 8. C.—Cot- 
ton seed meal is so high I want some- 
thing to take its place, if by so doing 
I can make it cheaper. I have heara 
it said that 8—3-—-3 guano, acid and 
potash, and nitrate of soda. mixed 
would make a good balanced fertilizer, 
I don’t think it could be done. Please 
let me know what you think of it. 
Please give me a formula to make 4 
good high-grade fertilizer withopt 
using cotton seed meal, and what the 
cost would be, whether it would be 
cheaper than using the meal and how 
much to use per acre for cotton and 
corn’? The price of cotton seed’ meal is 

52 per ton. 

Answer—-There is no rea! difficulty 
about it. You have first to determine 
what you would consider a good or 
well-balanced fertilizer for the crop 
to which you will appiy -it. or accept 
the opinion of some one else. I claim 
that a 10-—3-—5 mixture is about right 
for cotton on ordinary upland. But it 
is not at all necessary that such a mix-

ture shall be as high a grade as 10-— 
3—3. One that analyzes 9—72.70—2.70, 

8—2.40—2.40, or 7-—2.10-—2.10, or 
, §—1. .80—1.80, etc., would do just as 
| well, provided you apply proportion- 
' ally more of the lower grade per acre. 
You can take 200 pounds of 8—3—3 
sSuano, add to it 28 pounds. of 14 per 
cent acid and you will have 228 pounds 
that would analyze §.77-—2.63—2.63, 
_which is exactly the BB ia proportion 
as any one of the‘above and is almost 
identical in grade with 9—2.70—2.70, 
mentioned above. 

Or you could take my formula No. 
2, for cottan, which calls for acid (14 
per cent), 1,000 pounds; cotton meal, 
671 pounds: muriate of potash, 74 
pounds (analyzing 8.97—-2.69—2.69); cut 
out the cotton meal and substitute 303 
pounds of nitrate of soda and you will 
have 1,377 pounds that would analyze 
10.17—3.41—-2.68, which would not be 
bad for cotton. If you wish to be ex- 
act vou must make it 1,115 pounds of 
14 per cent acid and 94 pounds of muri- 
ate wifh 303 pounds of nitrate, and you 
will have 1,512 pounds analyzing 
10.31—-3.10-—-3.11, which is in same pro. 
portion, but a little higher grade, than 
10-—3—3. 

Whether the above would be cheaper 
than the formula No. 2 wou'd depend 
on the relative cost of nitrate of soda 
and cotton seed meal. With cotton 
seed meal at $32 per ton, nitrate of 
soda would be equally cheap at $62 a 
ton, Or two tons of cotton seed meal 
are equal to $64 dollars, or $2 more 
than one ton of nitrate is worth Of 
course it should be understood that 
the cotton seéd meal is of high-grade— 
not less than 7 per cent nitrogen. 

These are purely arithmetical ques- 
tions and any competent schoo] teac her 
should be able to solve them.

In other’ words mix: 200 
pounds acid phosphate, 134 pounds of 
ecc-tton seed meal and 15 pounds of 
muriate of potash.

F. Thompson, Bay Minette, Ala.—lI 
would like to know what kind of fer- 
tilizer to use and how much to the 
acre on sugar cane. I have a piece of 
land that is growing in rye now that 
I would like to plant in cane. It is a 
dry sub-soil. Would liketo know when 
to plant and the distance between the 
rows. I would not like to use any fer- 
tilizer that would hurt the syrup. 

Answer-—A mixture per acre 
300 pounds acid phosphate 
per cent), 375 pounds cotton 
meal and 30 pounds of muriate 
of potash would be a every fair 
proportion of the three valuable 
elements and should give good results. 
The mixture would analyze about 
7.60—3.70—-3.00. I would apply one- 
third of the 705 poundsineach of the 
opening and the two listing furrows 
and bed out. Do this at once and 
about the Ist of March open a deep, 
wide furrow in the center of the bed, 
running two or three times with a 
big shovel, and plant and cover the 
cane about 4 or 5 inches deep, with 
two furrows. When the canes begin 
to appear harrow down or rake off 
the ridge that is over the cane and 
scatter along above the row about 50 
pounds per acre of nitrate of soda. 
The same amount may be applied in 
the siding furrows when the plants 
are knee-high, or more, and again 
when shoulder-high.
